London, Sept. SO—Transvaal

by copious particulars of the move- 
ments of the troops of both sides and 
other war preparations. A telegram 
from Pretoria says the wildest excite- 
ment exists there and war prepara- 
tions are proceeding apace. Big guns, 
field telegraphs, burghers, munitions 
of war and provisions are being car- 
ried off to Volksrust the projected base 
of Boer operations against 'Natal. The 
Boer \var office is working night and 
day.

Immediately after martial law is pro- 


claimed, outside postal communication 
will be stopped. The raad is in secret 
session this afternoon. The Transvaal 
is concentrating artillery along the 
Natal borders. 


Eighteen hundred Boer artillerymen 


are encamped at Volksrust. 


London, Sept. 30.—The correspondent 


of The Daily Chronicle at Bloemfontein 
says: I am desired by President Steyn 
and the leading members of the Orange 
Free State executive to express to the 
British people their extreme regret at 
the present position which, they say, 
may be attributed to a misunderstand- 
ing of wordj and phrases. They f*el 
certain that a solution might be reached 
through a joint commission, which the 
Transvaal is willing to accept. 


In a few wsrds the position as left by 


yesterday's cabinet council is that Presi- 
dent Kruger has been given another 
breathing space, and that another coun- 
cil will be called next week, probably 
Tuesday, to give final consent to the 
dispatches which Lord Salisbury and Mr. 
Chamberlain are engaged in drafting, 
and which will formulate the British de- 
mands.

MAGNIFICENT 


Was the Naval Parade in 


Honor of Dewey 


Nothing Like It Ever Seen at an 


American Port 


New York, Sept. 30.—Long before sun- 


rise yesterday the blue jackets on Ad- 
miral Dewey's flagship were hard 
at 


| work washing down deck and preparing 
! the flagship for the most magnificent 
naval demonstration that has ever taken 
place in an American port. 
Like ac- 


tivity was in esrogress on the other sea 
fighters riding at anchor below the 
| Olympia. 


j 
The scene was a glorious one as tha 


sun's rays glistened on the white sides of 
the big vessels and the black hulls of 
the smaller ones. 
The weather could 


not have been more beautiful. 
There 


was scarcely a cloud in the sky, it was 


, pleasantly cool, and there was a light 
breeze from the south just strong enough 
to straighten out the flags. 


No Roman conqueror returned to his 


triumph of barbaric splendor, no vic- 
torious king or prince coming home from 
a successful war ever received such a 
magnificent ovation as overwhelmed 


j Admiral Dewey as he stood on the bridge 
' of the Olympia, at the head of a magni- 
ficent fleet of steel thunderers of the 
deep, followed by a thousand vessels of 
peace, each tiered and coated black with 
people, and sailed over the bright waters 
of the upper bay and up the broad path- 
way of the sunlig-hted river, whose banks 
were gay with millions of flags and 
streamers dancing in the wind. 


The sky was blue, 'the water rippled 


undsr tha fresh wind that held out flags 
straight andl jaunty, and the wharves 
and piers and rocky heights and grassy 
knolls were black 
with frantic, en- 


thusiastic people, who strove weakly to 
make their shouts heard above the per- 
fect bedlam of tooting whistles that ac- 
companied the admiral ashore and afloat. 


At the stately mausoleum of Grant, on 


Riverside drive, the fleet paid its tribute 
to the memory of the great warrior with 
a national salute of 21 guns. The fleet 
then anchored and reviewed the almost 
endless procession of craft that steamed 
past, all so burdened with humanity that 
it looked as if they would turn turtle 
before they got back to their piers. To- 
ward the end the parade became dis- 
organized' and it took hours for the 
heterogenous flotilla to get by. Dark- 
ness at last brought relief to the tired 
admiral, who had stood on the bridge 
for six hours, bowing his acknowledg- 
ments of stentorian expression of hom- 
age. 


New York has never witnessed before 


anything approaching this wonderful, 
remarkable 
demonstration. The Co- 


lumbian naval parade, the dedication of 
Grant's tocib and the reception of the 
North Atlantic squadron last fall all 
pale before this gigantic oration to the 
sailor who, in a single morning, de- 
stroyed an enemy's fleet without the loss 
of a man or a ship. It is not beyond the 
mark to say that 3,000,000 people viewed 
the pageant from ashore, and that 500,000 
were afloat. 


When New York turned out to the cele. 


bration in the morning a light haze hung 
over the hawbor, but 
this was soon 


Burned up by the bright sun which 
bathed sea and city in its brilliant radi- 
»nce. The wind was strong and gusty 
»nd kept the flags snapping. The water 
rippled under the fresh breeze. 


People who went down the bay were 


lost in admiration of the display of bunt- 
ing along the water front. On the East 
river, from the bridge to the battery, 
where the sailing craft lay in groves, the 
spars were covered with such a mass of 
color as might be compared to a maple- 
grown hillside in autumn. The tall spars 
of the clippers were conspicuous for their 
ensigns and signals. Every craft in the 
harbor was decked; out from stem to 
stern with all the grace and attractive- 
ness known to skippers. But the dis- 
play in the East river was not to be com- 
pared with that of the North river, up 
which the procession was to pass. From 
jphe peaks of every pier long ropes strung 
with flags of every hue were stretched 
to the snubbing post at the corner, the 
fronts were decorated with a multitude 
of gay devices and there were flags on 
the staffs and lines of flags above the 
ropes. 


The vessels at their sides were dressed 


from stem to taffrall, and some carried 
flags on their yards and had their deck- 
houses covered. The wind shook tha 
banners displayed from thousands of 
windows, porticos and even steeplea, 
and flags were waving far off on tha 
Jersey shore and high on the palisades. 


The best place from which to view the 


great marine 'panorama was undoubt- 
edly from the deck of the Olympia, and 
by the courtesy of Admiral Dewey an 
Associated Press representative was 
permitted aboard. Very early the fleet 
of steamships, steamboats, yachts ar/d 
tags which were to have a place in the 
line began moving down the bay to'the 
allotted points .wnere the, several di- 
visions were to'form, but many of them 
could- not resist the temptation to first 
visit the anchorage of the men-of-war 
off TompkinsYllle, a,nd before" 11 o'clock 
the Olympia was surrounded by a per- 
fect mob of every known kind of craft, 
all warming with people, circling 
around, or pushing their noses close up 
under the. ship,, so that. those aboard 
could get a good glimpso of the admiral 
pacing, the 
quarterdeck. The bands 


aboard the excursion boats played and 
the whistles and sirens of the other craft 
made the air hideous with thelr'shrieks. 


They kept earning, In pairs- and -half 


dozens, until they lay a dozen deep, re- 
sisting the charges "of the patrol'boals in 
their determination to get up within 
shouting distance. Their. re'clMeSsness 
was amazing. They ran across each 
other's bows, they rubbed a gal nit on* 
another, they pushed bow on stern, un- 
til* further movement seemed paralyzed 
by the inextricable confuiion. It wa§ 


' with great difflculty that the police boato 


could .clear, a passage for the admiral's 
launch' when Ilk went oft to return the 
official visit of the mayor at noon, and 
when he did step Into his launch th« 
patriotic skippers afloat grabbed their 
whistle cords and made the hills echo. 


And that was simply the prelude to 


what reigned throughout the day, an al- 
ntost continuous roar of gteanuwhlstles. 


harcor became' a tangle of stacks anu 
flags and framework as far_as the eye 
could roam. The grassy slopes of Wads- 
worth and Fort Hamilton 
and the 


wharves and shores of Staten Island 
were covered with sightseers watching 
the fleet below, The warships lay spick 
and span, ready for the start, their 
burnished metal flaming in the sun, their 
sides white a= snow. Between them and 
the shore lay the low, long, lean, wicked- 
looking torpedo boats, and still inside of, 
them the graceful flotilla of> revenue 
cutters. 


Aboard the Olympia the marines and 


sailors had been seriously inspected 
from the toe of the first marine to the 
jaunty cap of the last sailor. 'All seemed 
a little dazed at the prospect before 
them, and no doubt many would have 
preferred a program involving a dupli- 
cation of the Manil^. fight to the ordeal 
they were to go through. The officers 
of the fleet did not wear their showy uni- 
forms, but were attired in "special un- 
dress," as it is technically known in the 
navy. There were no gold epaulets, 
gold-bound 
beavers 
and 
clattering 


swords aboard. This was by the ad- 
miral's order and added but another to 
the many evidences of his unique 
modesty. 


A brother and the widow of Captain 


Gridley, who fought ths Olympia in 
Manila bay; Colonel Franklin Bartlett, 
former representative in congress from 
New York, and an intimate friend of the 
admiral, and three newspaper men were 
the only civilians aboard. One of the 
naval guests was the engineer of the 
Olympia when she led the way past 
Corregidor island. He was given three 
rousing cheers as he went forward on 
the spar d«ck to see the men. 


Meantime the vessels to take part In 


the parade were massing over near iho 
Lena Island Bhore, until that si'Je of thfc 


It was exactly 1 o'clock, the hour fixed 


for the start, when the fleet, with an- 
chors short-hove, began to move. 
The 


ships had swung to the flood tide, and 
were pointing down Stream, but with 
their twin screws the^^ced about as on 
pivots, and headed for the Hudson, fol- 
lowed by the long line of vessels in the 
civic parade. 
When the ships had 


straightened out for their journey across 
the upper bay, the spectacle they made 
will ever be treasured in the memory of 
those who saw it. 
In advance of the 


Olympta was a double line of patrol and 
fire boats, which cleared the way of un- 
official trespassers. 
On the port beam 


of the Olympia was the escorting ship 
Sandy Hook, with the mayor and oHher 
dignitaries aboard, and in her wake, at 
intervals of 400 yards, and stretched out 
for a. mile, were the armored cruiser 
New York, the battleships Indiana and 
Massachusetts, the cruiser Brooklyn, 
second-class battleship Texas, the old 
frigate Lancaster, the gunboat Marietta 
and the Chicago, the, flagship of the 
South Atlantic squadron. 
Old Glory 


fluttered from each masthead and traff- 
rail. 
On each quarter of the New York 


were the black, low-lined torpedo boats, 
three on each flank. The rest of the 
procession tailed out for miles. Slowly 
and majestically th« procession moved 
across the shinning waters. 


Admiral Dewey went up on the after 


bridge as soon as the start -was made, 
and remained there during the parade, 
a heroic figure outlined against the skies, 
for the thousands-afloat and ashore. 
With him on the bridge moat of the time 
was Colonel Bartlett, and the admiral 
gave close attention throughout the 
journey to everything which transpired 
aboard the vessel. 
By his direction, 


the ensign was courtesied to vessels which 
saluted, and several times he ordered 
the crew to stand by to cheer in answer 
to some extraordinary demonstration. 


The guns of the Olympia spoke but 


»nce until Grant's tomb was reached. 
That was when they barked in answer *o 
the deep baying ot the guns of old Fo i 
William on Governor's island. 
Before 


the battery was reached, hundreds r,f 
tugs and excursion boats had crowded 
in behind the patrol boats and stretched 
away, rank upon rank, toward eith-r 
shore from the quarter of the Olymi/.-.. 
Their whistles were going continuou ' ,• 
throughout the journey. 


The untold thousands who thronged 


the wharves and-piers, who leaned from 
the windows and balconies and locke1. 
flown from the dizzy heights of s);y 
scrapers trust have impressed the ad- 
miral greatly, but his modesty would n^t 
permit him to view it all as a perso.nl 
ovation. 
"Astonishing, astonishing-." 


he repeated several times to Colonel 
Bartlett, but.be said nothing of him- 
self. 
As he- looked behind him, t*» 


steam from the whistles and the smoke 
from the stacks, blowing across t^e 
river, blending -with the grey atmo=- 
phere, softened the scene and made the 
dim vistas through which the ships carr •• 
seem as if stretched out forever. 


The waving of hundreds of'thousands 


of flags along the shore could be d' - 
tinctly seen from the deck of the Olyn- 
pia, 
but only occasionally were the 


sounds of cheers waited from the crow "a 
ashore. 
As a rule, perhaps, they w«-e 


too much interested In the spectacle .1 
venture vociferous applause, 
beside-1? 


they were too far away to be heard T-v 
the admiral or the men on the cruiser', 
even if the terrific din of the craft in t*-~ 
river had not been kept up almost with- 
out intermission. 
The -*histles we-« 
forever going, arrd, when the fleet swept 
around the stake boat, above Grant's 
tomb, at Kiverside drive, and each ship 
had let go its booming salute, the con- 
cert that followed was soul-maddening; 
a mad, fantastic, nerve-destroying roar 
that continued for almost 10 minutes. 80 
much steam was wasted that the boat* 
themselves were lost in their own vapor. 


The parade at this point began to be- 


come disorganized, many pleasure craft 
leaving the line below and crowding so 
fiercely about th'e Olympia that she was 
maneuvered with great difficulty. 
The 


txcursion boats, loaded to'the guards 
with people, were almost criminally 
reckless as they passed along. 
Many 


of them listed so far that one wheel was 
burled deep, while the other scarcely 
tickled the water. 
The admiral was 


sometimes annoyed by the crowding of 
these craft, but he retained his equanim- 
ity through it all, bowing and removing 
his cap to the exulting and cheering 
crowds. 


Never In the history of New York has 


this city witnessed a greater pyrotechnic 
•ml electrical display f^an that with 
which the return of Admiral Dawey wa« 


Uift harbPT •mi 


rounding trie island of Manhattan last 
night. 
No more picturesque spectacle 


has ever been presented to so large a 
concourse gathered on both shores of the 
North river than that of the great hulls 
of the battleships silhouetted against the 
dark background of the sky, and shin- 
ing from stem to stern with myriads of 
incandescent iiKhts, while all around in- 
numerable bruliantly decorated yachts 
and other river craft honored the na- 
tion's hero. 


From many points In greater New 


York fireworks were exhibited, the 
grandest display being at the battery. 
Admiral Dewey witnessed the display at 
Grant's tomb. 


Nature lent her forces to the display 


of fireworks, for the western sky was II- 
luminatedvfrequently during the even- 
ing with flashes of lightning. Showers 
at times interrupted sky rocket pro- 
ceedings and slightly dampened the good 
nature of some of the crowds. 


There was seemingly no end to the 


display of fireworks, jpvery wharf land- 
ing; an'd'pier had its quota of sightseers, 
and the eathusiasm Ip7as in a 
sense 


abundant. 
Frem the^housetops, as well 


as from the sidewalks, powder by the 
barrel was burned, and rockets sent aloft 
In honor of the hero of Manila.

SAD TALE OF MISERY, 


Hardships Suffered by Survivors of 


Wreck of the Scotsman, 


Disgraceful Conduct of Crew 


When Ship Grounded* 


Fifteen Women Lost Their Lives by the Swamp- 


ing of a Boat 


Montreal, Sept. 30.—Two hundred and 


fifty scantly clad, baggage bereft men, 
women and children were on board an 
Intercolonial special which steamed into 
Bona Venture depot late last night. They 
comprise the greater number of those 
who sailed from Liverpool on Sept. 14 on 
board the steamship Scotsman, bound 
for Montreal, who were wrecked on the 
shores of the straits of Belle Isle at 
2:30 


on the morning of the 21st. 


It was not only a tale of shipwreck 


that they had to tell, but one of death, 
of suffering 
and pillage. Fifteen at 


least of the Scotsman's passengers per- 
ished, all suffered cruelly from cold and 
privation, and, almost the worst horror 
of all, the men who were supposed to 
succor and assist those committed to 
their care in the hour of need turned on 
the- helpless passengers and with loaded 
guns and revolvers compelled them to 
part with the few valuables saved. 


Captain Skrimshire and his officers 


were noble exceptions. The passengers 
ascribe to them the role of heroes. The 
crime may be ascribed' to a gang of 
wharf rats and hangers-on, picked up 
on the docks at Liverpool to replace the 
usual crew of the Scotsman, which 
joined the seamen's strike on the other 
side. 


All who perished were women. This 


is accounted for by the fact that they 
were the occupants of the first boat 
.'iirh left the steamer after she struck, 
• 1 which was swamped before it could 
V clear of the ship. 


Murdered and Robbed. 


Baltimore, Sept. 30.—William H. Col- 


lins, 38 years old, a jeweler of this city, 
was found dead -in his sleeping room at 
the rear of his store yesterday, with his 
Sltull crushed and every evidence that he 
had been murdered. 
By his side lay a 


bloody iron coupling pin. The stock of 
Jewelry, which is small, was apparently 
Intact, but there was 
Bome evidence 


that the cash drawer of the safe had been 
emptied by the murderer. 
Collins, who 


was unmarried, and lived alone in the 
rear of his store, had not been seen since 
Wednesday night 


The Talulah Lynching, 


Washington, Sept. 30.—The attorney 


general has dispatched a special agent 
of the department of justice to Louisiana 
to make an official Inquiry into the kill- 
ing of the five Italians at Talulah some 
months ago. 
The last word from r ' 


governor of the state indicated that he 
could make no 'report on the subject 
until the grand jury, which meets next 
January, has looked into the killing, and 
the department of justice is therefore 
obliged to act in order that the material 
may be had for congress at the ap- 
proaching session. 


Misled by Telegrams. 


New Orleans, Sept. 30.—In consequence 


of false cablegrams from Liverpool, giv- 
ing enormous advances in the cotton 
market there, large transaction* were 
made in the New Orleans futures with 
points all 6ver the country, at heavy 
Improvements in prices. 
Discovery of 


the falsity of the cablegrams created in- 
extricable confusion, necessitating a 
suspension of business temporarily, in 
order to enable brokers and commission 
merchants to straighten their accounts 
with correspondents. 


Concession to Soldiers. 


Washington, Sept. 30.—The cabinet has 


decided to allow soldiers serving in the 
Philippines to transmit packages to 
members of their families through the 
malls the game as other mail matter and 
without extra charge. The Becision is 
intended to permit soldiers to send home 
small trophies of their campaigns and 
•mall specimens of the art and manu- 
facture* of the country without requir^ 
Ing them to pay exorbitant prices for the 
privileges. 


The Macirthy Is Safe. 


Chicago, Sept. so.—The tug Macarthy, 


which was caught In the storm of Wed- 
nesday and Thursday while en route 
from Chicago to Toledo with a tow, and 
Which It was feared had gone down with 
all on board, Is safe. ' A dispatch has 
been received by Lydon & Drews, owners 
Of the tug, announcing the safe arrival 
of the Macarthy, at ChCboyjMi, MUb. 
t 


The Scotsman sailed from Liverpool 


on Sept. 14. The passage to the straits 
of Belle Isle was a fair one, though the 
gieen crew in the stoke hole lessened 
the speed of the ship, so that when she 
reached Belle Isle she was about a day's 
run behind her usual average. Enter- 
ing the straits of Belle Isle on Thursday 
night a dense fog blanketed down on the 
vessel and made navigation a matter of 
great caution, at all times in the straits 
a precarious undertaking. The speed of 
the ship was reduced' and' she felt her 
way in- At 2 o'clock there was a shock 
underneath the keel of the vessel, fol- 
lowed by another and another. 
The 


passengers were asleep in their berths, 
and all were awakened by the shacks. 
A superficial examination of the ship 
told the captain that s'he would be a total 
wreck and that she must be abandoned 
at once. 


A port lifeboat was lowered and in this 


many of the women and children, weie 
placed: Hardly was it clear of-the ship 
when it capsized, throwing its occupants 
Into the water. Those who perished 
were in this boat. Some were saved', for 
the ship had listed to port and several 
women were washed back on tc the d»ck. 
One woman clung to a rope for two hours 
before she was rescued. The skin, was 
torn from her hands. 


Meanwhile1 disgraceful scenes were 


being enacted on board. Hardly had the 
vessel struck before men from the stoke 
hole rushed to the cabins and, slitting 
open valises and bags with their knives, 
took all the valuables they could lay 
their hands on. Several of them fired 
shotguns and tried to force men to leave 
their cabins. 


It'is said that some of the steerage 


passengers joined the firemen in looting i 
the baggage of the first-class passen- 
gers. In more than one instance rings 
were torn from the fingers of fainting 
and dying women. 
Captain Skrim- 


shire and his officers, busily caring for 
the safety of the passengers, had no time 
to interfere with the vandals. 


When morning came it was found that 


the Scotsman lay close in shore along- 
side a cliff fully 1000 feet high. Until 
6:30 the officers and some of the crew of 
the Scotsman worked in getting the pas- 
sengers ashore, and when darkness and 
a heavy fog set in all were safe on the 
rocks. But nuw the new danger of starv- 
ation faced them. The lower decks of 
the steamer-were entirely under water. 


A quantity of biscuit was carried on 


Bhore, and on this, with a little corned 
beef and wild berries, over 200 persons I 
existed for four days. Some natural 
springs were found, but despite this the 
bad condition of food and water brought 
pn much sickness. Many of the pasben- 
gers suffered from the exposure. After | 
much difficulty 
some overcoats and 
, 


shawls were secured for the women, | 
nearly every one of whom had left the 
ship in her night clothes. 


The passengers were obliged to climb 


up a rocky cliff nearly 300 feet high bel 
fore they could find a place large enough 
to rest. Here they stayed on the rocks 
for four days and nights. The first night 
they had 'absolutely no shelter, but on 
Saturday the captain sent up tarpaulins 
and blankets. They were very accept- 
able, as it had rained hard all night and 
was bitterly cold. 


A number of passengers attempted to 


reach the lighthouse, about eight miles 
away as the crow flies. To do this it was 
necessary to climb about 1200 feet higher 
before a practicable path 
could be 


reached, and there the difficulties had 
only begun. The path is rocky and un- 
even and is crossed by huge clefts and 
gullies, which 
are very deep. Alto- 


gether the distance by land nu.St have 
been over 16 miles and one man took - 
hours to reach the lighthouse and only j 
rested half an hour on the way. 


It was not until the 26th that the Mont- 


fort came along and was signalled by 
the Belle Isle lighthouse, where a num- 
ber of the Scotsman's passengers had 
walked from the wreck. After bunging 
these persons on board the ship she pro- 
ceeded to where the Scotsman lay. The 
weather wes bright arm clear. Aj- s">nn 
as practicable the boats were launched 
and the work of transferring tre pas- 
sengers began.

Even the portraits now published 
of the man aro idealized until they 
differ in a marked degree from those 
turned from the presses just after the 
battle of Manila Bay. This idealization 
of Dewcy in art as well as of Dewey 
in war is beyond our power to destroy 
if we leave Dewey where he is. But if 
we drag Dewey into politics, the beau- 
tiful hero-picture, the simple and un- 
spoilable genius who rose out of the 
peaceful Green mountains to be the 
world's 
commanding figure in

world's most righteous war, this ideal- 
ized hero-picturewill as surely and as in- 
sensibly be blotted out or defan-cl as 
the other idealized hero-picture, the 
portrait of the admiral, has been sure- 
ly and insensibly developed. It would 
bo nothing short of a desecration to 
make Dewey the bone of contention in 
politics, to make him th^ object of the 
attacks of one of the great political 
parties, which he certainly

would become. Dewey in politics would 
lose for us the beauty we see in the 
Dewey 
of today, 
though historians 


would save the real man for posterity. 
Dewey in politics would even cheat 
posterity of much of the magnificence 
of the Dewey we now celebrate. Tho 
historian could never reconstruct tho 
Dewey of the Olympia if he became 
the Dewpy of the White House. After 
the story of the great victory and the 
great' home-coming, with it« wonder- 
ful and well-founded hero worship, 
wouldu have to be -written the story of 
the rude mistakes 
and the prosaic 


compromises which 
are inseparable 


from political life. It is possible for a 
man to pass untarnished through the 
fire of batle, but a demi-god could not 
pass through the mire of politics and 
keep his character unspotted to the 
world. 


Let us not strive to push Dewe5" into 


poitics. Iiet us save him for ourselves 
and for the centuries. And—a some- 
thing of much importance—do /ot let 
us be anxious to hinder the evolution 
of government by reverting to declar- 
ing that the conqueror shall be king.

It was near the close of the Mexican 
war, and the- United States commis- 
sioners to Mexico came home on the 
Marcy. I saw Old Glory floating over 
the castle at Vera Cruz,, and I saw all 
Scott's army starting home. I saw the 
flag come down at Vera Cruz on Aug- 
ust 1, 1848, when the war was over. 


"I was in Battery K, Fourth artillery, 


In the civil war, and I went all through 
tho Peninsula campaign. 1 never got 
hit but once, and that was when a bul- 
let grazed my knee at Chancellorsville. 


"I was born back of Poughkeepsie, in 


TJnionvale. Perhaps you didn't know it, 
but Theodore Timby, a farm laborer's 
son from Dover, the next town to mine, 
invented the monitor turret. He pat- 
ented it in 1841. but they said it would 
cost too much to build it and it lay 
there in the patent office until Ericsson 
saw it. I asked about Timby when I 
got hack from the war and they told me 
he was thf biggr-st lunkhead that was 
ever in a schoolhouse.

to carry water to the wounded, but I 
and the surgeons and the chapla.in did- 
n't have anything to do, as there were 
no wounded."

Murder in Nassau 


Yesterday 


MAN AND BOY ASSAULTED 


Boy Recovered Enough to Tell Who 


Did It, Archie Mulle Arrested at 


Train Here This Morning. 


Mulle Denies Guilt 


A most brutal murder 
was> com- 


mitted in Nassau, N. H., yesterday, 
and this morning the man who is 
charged with committing the deed was 
arrested and held in this city, being 
later practically identified without any 
doubt as the man who is charged with 
the crime. 
The man arrested is Archie Mulle. 


who has been working in this city for 
some time, although his home is in 
Nassau. It is charged that he assaulted 
Melville B. Lord with an axe, inflicting 
wounds which resulted in death, and 
at the same time assaulted a boy who 
was vi ith Mr. Lord. It is thought that 
the boy will recover. 


The story is that Mr. lord, who is 


60 years old and a wealthy farmer,, 
with an orphan boy who lived with 
him and whose name is unknown, went 
into woods to build fences.

covered consciousness. He was asked 
if Mulle had committed the crime and 
he said freely and with great effort: 


"Yes: 
Archie did it. He camp nr> be-

He hit him first with the flat side of 
the axe and knocked his eye out. He 
then hit me." 


Word was at once sent to all the sur- 


rounding towns, including this city. 
This morning Officers Jones and Whip- 
pie were at tfie railroad station when 
they saw a man answering the descrip- 
ion about to get on a train for the east. 
They spoke to him and decided to hold 
horn. 


He gave the name of Charles "West- 


field, but when confronted by a Nassau 
Officer, who called him "Archie," he 
started visibly. The officer, Constable 
Lowrio, was accompanied by Joseph 
Lennon of Nassau, and both identified 
Mulle. 


Chief Kendall had a long talk with 


Mulle, in which he denied the charge, 
and said he wasi in Nassau after his 
clothing, as he intended to live here. 
He attempted to tell where1, he was at 
the time of the murder hut hi& ttory 
was mixed. He at first denied that he 
had ever been in Nassau, but after- 
wards had to change this. 


Mulle has a mother and brother In 


Nassau, where he has lived. He came 
to this city three weeks ago and worked 
in Bartlett's mill. Last week he >.-as 
gone, but returned Monday. Thursday 
evening he went away saying he was 
going- to see the Dewey celebration. He 
returned unexpectedly last night, and 
thig morning said he was going to 
Hoosac tunnel to pick apples. While' 
here he has boarded at the house of W. 
C. Nelson on Luther street. Mr. Nel- 
son's daughter is the wife of a black- 
smith in Nassau for whom Mulle 
worked, and he knew her there. Since 
Mrs. Deming has come her to live with 
her parents, Mulle had been here. 


The motive for the murder was rob- 


bery, as Mr. Lord was known always 
to carry large sums of money on his 
person, and when found his pockets 
had been rifled. Mulle when arrested 
had only 85 cents. 


A special session of court will be held 


this afternoon to arraign Mulle, and he 
will be held for the New York officers. 
He says he will go back without re- 
quisition.

Down the County 


The Great Barrington Courier has the 


following criticism of Pittsfleld: 


"Thf protest of the citizens of Stock- 


bridge and Lenox against the extension 
of the charter which the city of Pitts- 
field is asking for seems a most rea- 
sonable one. This- protest only aska 
that Pittsfield shall proceed to do that 
which the state board of health six 
years ago said it must do within a given 
time or forfeit its charter. 


Cities have a way of sometimes act- 


ing as though the principal business of 
state authorities is that of ordering 
things a,nd then forgetting that they 
have done so. The board of health gave 
Pittsfield seven years in which to pro- 
vide for a system of sewage disposal 
other than that of draining it down upon 
Stockbridge and the other towns this 
side. 


There is still time left In, which to do 


what should have been done before 
this. The state board of health will 
hardly stultify itself by acceding to a 
demand that not only means a contin- 
uance of a bad sanitary condition for 
the country immediately south of it but 
that should cause the citizens of Pitts- 
field to feel ashamed of themselves. 
They should be reminded that this is 
next the closing year of the nineteenth 
century and that some things that have 
been tolerated for a long time are 
things that people who have advanced 
with civilization do not now ask their 
neighbors to tolerate."

Oxarlt Mountain Game- Preserve. 
A natural cave.fof honey is the latest 


addition to the, riches of Colonel M&ses { 
C. Wetmore, th'e millionaire -St. Louis 
politician,- whose immense tobacco in- 
terests were recently absorbed by the 
trust. 


This, 'cavern of koney, according to 


the Chicago Record, lias just been dis- 
covered. ou .Calonel Wetniore's 7,000 
acre game preserve in the wilds of 
Taney county, 60 miles south of 
Springfield, Mo. It Is a large cave bid- 
den from '> iew in one of the most iso- 
lated spots of the" Ossark mountain re- 
giou. The bees have probably had un- 
disputed possessiou of the cave for 
many years, for it appears to be literal- 
ly filled with hone;*^ just like a liive.tin 
a well kept apiary." How far into the 
side of the mountain this cave extends 
is an unsettled question. The mouth 
of the*cave is about six feet in diame- 
ter and it presents a solid front of 
honey comb. While the bees appear to 
be of the common species, they are un- 
usually hostile. 


If this cave is like the average Ozark 


mountain cavern it 5s all the tvay from 
one to two miles in length, and if the 
honey is built in solidly from end to 
end there are tons of It. The Bees may 
have only woven .a web of ho"ney at the 
front, or tb'ey may have filled the en- 
tire space. Tills is a question that will 
soon be determined, for Major McCann 
expects to employ experienced bee- 
keepers and-haye a thorough explora- 
tion made.

The Planta Are Not Kn»wm IB the 


United States, and the Department 
of Aa>ri>Bltnre Propoae* to Intro- 
one* Them —Noted Melon Front 
Smyrna to Be Cultivated. 
The officials of the department of 


agriculture at Washington are highly 
pleased with the results obtained by 
the special agents who have been 
studying the seeds and plants of lor- 
elgn eolintrj£a with a view of intro- 
ducing them" into, the United States. 
This study is bciag carried- en with the 
$20,000 appropriated by congress tu 
"collect, purchase, test, propagate and 
distribute rare and valuable seeds, 
bulBs, trees, shrubs, vines, cuttings and 
plants from foreign countries for ex- 
periment with reference to their intro- 
duction into the United States." 


Walter C. Swingle of the division of 


botany fcas returned from a visit to 
the Mediterranean countries, where he 
studied the agriculture of southern 
Europe and of northern Africa and 
gained 
much valuable information, 


says the New York Sun. Before leav- 
ing for,home he made arrangements 
with nursery men to send to the Unit- 
ed States such seeds and plants as 
might be called for. 
While studying 


grape culture, fig caprification, date 
growing, etc., he came across a num- 
ber of new vegetables which It is hoped 
will prove acceptsfble to American 
tastes. Of these he says: 


"The croane, or stachys, is a Chinese 


and Japanese vegetable. It has white 
tubers two to four inches long and the 
size of one's nnger, but looking like a 
crowded string of large beads. They 
were imported into France, where their 
value was discovered byk the late M. 
raillieus, a gentleman of leisure, who 
devoted his grounds at Crosne, near 
Paris, to the culture of strange and 
new vegetables from all parts of the 
world, ffe was so pleased with this 
one that he did everything possible to 
bring it into notice. 
After 
several 


years he succeeded, and the vegetable 
Is now well known in Paris. It is call- 
ed crosne after the name of M. Pail- 
lieux's place., Boiled or fried and serv- 
ed with meat it is delicious. The plant 
Is perfectly' hardy and grows in all 
soils, yielding as much as five tons to 
the acre. Two other tubers of delicate 
flavor much esteemed in Paris are the 
tuberous rooted cherville and tuberous 
rooted nasturtium (the mayna of Chile),

much use is made of the vegetable 
marrow, of which many species are 
known. It is a sort of summer squash 
and Is eaten before fully ripe, when it 
much resembles a large green cucum- 
ber. 
Cooked and served with meat it 


Is excellent, and no food is considered 
more easily digested. Many varieties 
are known in Italy, Greece and Tur- 
key, as well as In Germany and Bug- 
land. Among other vegetables of great 
merit might be mentioned two species 
of asparagus new to America. One of 
these' came from Algeria, and the other, 
from Naples, called asparagus kale, is 
said to be the most delicious of the 
cabbage family. The cos lettuces of 
Italy and Turkey are exceptionally 
fine." 


Mr. Swingle also brought specimens 


Of the pistache nut, which he thinks 
likely will prove of great value to Cali- 
fornia and Arizona. Large quantities 
of these nuts are Imported for use In 
flavoring ice cream, etc. In the Medi- 
terranean "regions they are eaten like 
other nuts and 'considered even finer 
than the splendid almonds and walnuts 
produced there. Mr. Swingle thinks 
there is a great future for this nut 
when it becomes known to Americana. 
The choice varieties are propagated by 
grafting, and arrangements have been 
'made to secure a .quantity of slips for 
use in'the United States next spring. 


Lovers of jcantajoupes will be Inter- 


ested in the5introduction of the kirk 
.agacfie muskmelon,' which has a great 
reputation for flavor and sweetness in 
the country'around Smyrna. An Amer- 
ican missionary who returned homo 
OB a visit a year or two ago informed 
Mr. Swingle that he had been unable 
to eat the American cantaloupe on ac- 
count of Itfs inferiority to the Turkish, 
to which he had become accustomed. 
Mr. Swingle visited Smyrna and ob- 
tained some of the seed .of the noted 
melon, and it will be cultivated here. 


Speaking of the artichoke, Mr. Swin- 


gle says: 


"This vegetable is highly prized .by 


rich and poor, alike In Europe and is 
cultivated 'extensively In France and 
Italy. The plant Is a perennial, and 
the nae varieties are propagated by 
suckers from the roots of the old plant 
in the same manner as pineapples. In 
order to introduce-the culture of this 
much neglected vegetable we* have im- 
ported a quantity of carefully potted 
suckers. In spite of all precautions 
many died. Enough survived, howev- 
er, to produce a stock which can soon 
be multiplied' Indefinitely. The New 
York market Is now supplied from 
France and Italy, Naples being a heavy 
exporter. The absurdity of shipping a 
delicate vegetable 6,000 milea when Jt 
can be grown with perfect success at 
home is evident. Artichokes have long 
been grown extensively around New 
Orleans, where there is, a good local 
market for.them, but their use as rt 
vegetable Is. practically unknown In 
the south elsewhere. The department 
will endeavor to extend their cultiva- 
tion in the southern states, and It Is 
thought a demand will arise as soon no 
the qualities of the tuber are known 
to the people generally.*'

""Place in your'spider half a dozen 
slices of fat pork; fry brown, take the 
pork out and place in a deep dish; add to 
the fat th'ree tabje&poonfuls of fresh 
lard; when boiling hot, put in the hali- 
but, which should be cut in pieces about 
three inches square and dipped in sifted 
meal; sprinkle' with salt and fry a gol- 
den brown. After the flsh is all fried, 
put it into the* dish with the pork, pour 
over it the boiling- fat, add one tabls- 
spoonful of .hot water, cover tightly and 
stand in the'oven 20 minutes. 


MACARONI AND CHEESE. 


Cook three-quarters of a cup of mac- 


aroni, broken in pieces, in boiling salted 
water until tender. Drain und rinse in 
cold water. Put a layer in a buttered 
pudding dish and cover with a layer of 
grated cheese and continue alternating 
cheese and macaroni until the dish is 
full. Pour over the whole a thin white 
sauce, made of one and one-half tablo- 
spounfuls each of flour and butter. 
cooked together, and one and one-hai; 
cups of milk, seasoned with half a tea- 
spoonful of salt and a. little cayenne, if 
liked. 
Cover with buttered cracker 


crumbs, using one-third cup of butter 
to throe-quarters cup of crumbs. 


SCRAMBLED EGGS. 


Many use only eggs, with butter and 


salt, for -this rlish—for four eggs one 
tablespoonful of butter. Melt the butter 
and turn in the beaten eggs, and stir 
quickly one or two minutes over a hot 
fire. A common practicec is to increase 
the 
quantity without impairing the 


quality, by adding milk—a small cupful 
to six eggs, and a tablespoonful of but- 
ter with salt and pepper,,as preferred. 
Stir these ingredients over a hot fire, 
putting in the butter first, until the 
whole thickens. It should be soft and 
creamy when done. It is very fine served 
on toast.

3c. to 


POTATO SALAD. 


The following English recipe will 


found most satisfactory: 
Twelve cold 


boiled potatoes, four tableBpoonfuls of 
tarragon or plain vinegar, six table- 
spoonfuls of salad oil, pepper and salt 
to taste, one tiblespoonful of finely- 
chopped parsley. Cut the potatoes into 
slices half an inch thick, put them in the 
salad bowl with oil and vinegar in the 
above proportion; season with pepper, 
and salt, and a teaspoonful of parsley; 
stir the salad •well. It should be made 
three hours before it is wanted. 


VEAL SOUP. 


The knuckle or leg: of veal is the best 


for soup. 
Wash it, and break up in 


water enough to cover the meat. After it 
has stewed slowly, till the meat drops to 
pieces, strain it, return it to the pot, and 
put in a head of celery, cut small, three 
onions, a bunch of s,\veet marjoram, a 
carrot and a turnip cut into pieces, and 
two dozen black peppercorns, but not 
any salt. Add some small dumplings 
nfade of flour and butter. Simmer it 
another hour, or till all the vegetables are 
sufficiently done, and serve. 


ORLEANS CORN-EGG BREAD. 


One pinfof buttermilk, three eggs, one 


ounce butter, one teaspoonful soda and 
enough meal to make a thick batter. 
Beat the egrgs separately, stir the soda 
in the meal and add one teaspoonful of 
salt. Beat the ingredients well together, 
adding the well-frothed whites the last 
of all. Bake in a moderate oven in a 
bread pan, or fill muffin rings, with a 
large spoonful of the batterto each, and 
bake to a light golden brown. This for- 
mula makes a delicious corn bread. 


" ' '"' FISH CUTLETS. 


Cold haddock, cod, halibut, bass, or 


cusk may be used for cutlets. Take one 
supful of the fish, well flaked, and sea- 
eon it with salt, a little cayenne pepper 
and lemon juice. Moisten this prepared 
fish with one cupful of sauce made with 
one tableepoonful of butter, the same 
amount of conrnstarch, a little salt, and 
one-half cupful of milk. Shape into re- 
quired shape, dip in fine bread-crumbs, 
then in beaten egg, again in the crumbs, 
and fry In deep fat. 


SCOTCH -BROTH. 


Add one slice of turnip and two slices 


Of onion to the liquor in which a leg of 
mutton was 6ooked, and simmer until 
reduced to three pints. Soak one table- 
spoonful of barley in cold water over 
night. Cook In boiling water until soft, 
then add to the stock, from which the sea- 
soning has been removed. Add one- 
quarter cup each of carrot and turnip, 
tut in very small cubes, previously cooked 
in boiling salted water until very soft. 
Thicken with flour, which hag been 
stirred with enough cold water to pour 
easily. Add salt and pepper. 


ORANGE TARTLETS. 


Two oranges, a piece of butter the size 


of a walnut, twice the weight of th» 


j oranges in powdered sugar, and puff 
j paste. Take the pulp out of two oranges, 


boil the peels until quite tender, and then 


{ beat them to a paste with twice their 


weight in powdered sugar, then add the 
pulp and the juice of the oranges with 


i the bit of butter; beat all together, line 


some patty pans with some good, rich 
puff paste, lay in the orange mixture 
and bake. 


ENTIRE WHEAT BREAD. 


To one tablespoonful each of shorten- 


ing and sugar, add one and one-half 
teaspoonfuls of salt, and one cup each 
of boiling water and scalded milk. When 
lukewarm add one yeast cake dissolved 
In one-quarter cup lukewarm water; 
then add one cip white flour, and enough 
entire wheat Hour to knead, having the 
dough as soft as ca» be handled. Cover 
and let rise until it doublea its bulk. 
Shape into loaves or biscuits, let ri«« 
again, and bake in a hot oven. 


MUSHROOM SAUCE. '• 


A good mushroom sauce for roast beef 


Is easily made. as follows from fresh 
mushrooms: First wash the mushrooms 
in cold water, drain and dry in an old soft 
cloth. 
The flat ones should be cut 


rather small. Take some good be>f gravy 
and stew the mushrooms in it, rejecting 
the staHcs; add a little catsup, pepper 
and salt, a bit of lemon peel and a lump 
of butter. Remove the lemon peel, thick- 
en the sauce with a little brown flour and 
serve. 


SPICED CURRANTS. 


Seven pounds currants, four pounds 


•ugar. one pint vinegar, one tablesp«on- 
ful each of cloves, cinnamon and all- 
spice. Give it two hours or more alow 
boiling. Put in jars and seal,

Much has been said in the papers, 


both by the papers and by correspond- 
ents, in regard to the action taken by 
the trustees which has resulted in tbe 
resignation of Miss Dunton, but Miss 
Dunton herself h,as refused to speak 
of the affair except to her most inti- 
mate friends. 
Under the present cir- 


cumstances, however, and especially in 
view of statements accredited to the 
trustees, her friends have urged her to 
make her side c-? the case public, and 
she has done so in the following inter- 
view, which is as she gave it to- a, Tran- 
script representative last evening and 
endoi-sed by her thi» noon. 


Miss Dunton claimed in the first 


place, and as the chief difference be- 
tween herself and the trustees, that the 
statement accredited to one of them, 
that the trustees! advised with her be- 
fore taking any action and that she 
understood the reasons for the change, 
is not correct. 
Her first intimation 


that Misa Temple was to become li- 
brarian was received on the evening of 
June 16, when Miss Jackson, president 
of the trustees, told her that the trus- 
tees' plan was that Miss Temple should 
cojne into the library, and that in order 
to secure the latter for the salary that 
this library was able to pay it would 
be necessary that she be given the 
position of librarian^ 
The trustees 


wanted Miss Dunton to remain, how- 
ever, to do the same work for the li- 
brary that she has always done. Miss 
Dunton said she would take tiir? to 
consider the matter, as it came 'o h"- 
entirely unexpectedly. 
Miss Jackson 


thereupon said that the mater must 
be decided at once, as there was no 
time for delay. Mis® Dunton, however, 
gave no- definite answer, saying only 
in closing the interview that she should 
always give her best efforts to the li- 
brary, so long as she remained with it. 
The next evening, while with friends in 
another part of the state, Miss Dun- 
ton, received a letter from Miss Jack- 
son, saying that the matter thus spoken 
of must not be mentioned to- anyone in 
North Adams.

Mips Temple said she would not have 
accepted the position if she had known 
all the circumstance?' and Miss Dun- 
ton's fee-linn' in the matter. 
At this 


time, however, she had resigned her po- 
sition in Providence to accept the one 
here, having 
understood from 
Miss 


Jackson that the change would be sat- 
isfactorily received by Miss Dunton. 


Miss Dunton received indirect word 


from Miss Jackson that 
the latter 


would see her, and therefore she wait- 
ed for this and sent no further word to 
the trustees until the last day of Au- 
gust, when she received a, note from 
Miss Jackaon, saying that the change 
in the library must be made public, and 
giving Miss Dunton notice that this 
would be done. The next day, on Sep- 
tember 1, the public was first informed 
of the change through the Transcript. 
On receiving the note from Miss Jack- 
son Miss Dunton had gone to the form- 
er and verbally tendered her resigna- 
tion, saying that she would send it in 
writing to the trustees as a body. 


For some time Miss Dunton said no- 


thing to anyone, iiftending to leave tho 
city with nothing more said. This was 
her intention until the time when the 
public took the matter'up. The report 
was circulated among1 her friends at 
one time that she had reconsidered 
her resignation, hut to the trustees she 
had given no such intimation. At this 
time she consulted V. A. "Whitaker, 
who on hearing the facts In the case 
advised her to make her formal resig- 
nation at once. 
This s=he did in writ- 


ing. 


Immediately upon this action Miss 


Dunton received from the trustees no- 
tice that they had accepted her resig- 
nation, and saying that the trustees 
had the honor to inform her that she 
had been unanimously chosen associate 
librarian, at the same salary as before, 
and that her services were Appreciated 
by the trustees as well as the public. 
The communication followed 
out an 


offer made by Miss Jackson at the time 
Miss Dunton announced verbally her 
resignation, that if she would stay at 
the library she should be made asso- 
ciate instead of assistant librarian, a 
difference in name only. Since this Mi?g 
Dunton has been told that the trustees 
had first considered reducing her sa- 
lary, but that in consideration of her 
feelings and also of the valuable service 
she had rendered the library, they had 
decided to continue her former salary. 


Miss Dunton showed this communica- 


tion, with another from a rrtember of 
the trustees received next day, saying 
that her answer must be given by a 
certain date, to Mr. Whitaker, the lat- 
ter at once advising her strongly not 
to consider such a, proposition. 
She 


therefore sent to the trustees a lettor 
absolutely declining the proffered po- 
sition, this being the final communi- 
cation and the one referred, to In the 
Transcript of Thursday afternoon. 


In conclusion, Mis« Dumon said she 


recognized the need In the Sibrary at the 


present time of a permanent helper who 
was trained in modern library methods, 
and an expert cataloguer. She would 
have been most glad to have had Mlsa 
Temple as an associate worker. She 
would also have been glad to have had 
the trustees 'discuss the matter with her 
before reaching1 the definite and final 
decision indicated by Miss' Jackaon's 
first announcement to Missi Dunton. It 
Is to the way in which the entire matter 
has been conducted by the trustees, and 
the way in which she had been treated, 
the trustee? having since admitted that 
the change had been under considera- 
tion for two years at leaet, that Miss 
Dunton thinks she has perfectly legiti- 
mate grounds for objection, no matter 
what she may think of any action the 
trustees may see fit to take. It was. the 
impression 
given to Miss Dunton 


when the matter was first brought to 
her, 
that the trustees, had decided to 


make the change \\itlumt consulting 
her, 
and to give her no option in the 


matter, which, has made it impossible 
for her to agree to plans she might 
oth- 


erwise have been glad to accept for the 
good of the library. 


HI Us Voazie Told to Hesi-tu 


As a result of the change of libra- 


rians. Miss Veazie, who for the past 
16 years: ha been assistant, has been 
asked by the trustees to resign by De- 
cember 1, the beginning of the muni- 
cipal year. 
Miss Veazie has as yet 


taken no action in the matter, anil the 
only recognition of the communication 
of the desire of the trustees t» her is in 
the petitions, which have included Miss 
Veazie's name with. Miss Duntoii's. The 
reason given by the trustees to Miss 
Veazie was that the increased ex- 
pense incident upon the change would 
require the saving in the employing of 
the assistants, and that some one whos»e 
salary would not be so much would have 
to be secured in Miss Veazie's place.

Some of the difficulties of state road 


building as met by the highway com- 
mission u ere mentioned in yesterday's 
report of the commission's hearing in 
Pittsfleld. Chairman Mendenhall made 
a strong statement of them which will 
be of general public interest more in 
detail. He said that the commission 
had much to contend with in the mat- 
ter of beginning the work. One of the 
great cntfcisms was that the board did 
not begin its work until very late in the 
year. This wag a source of annoyance 
to the commission, as well as to the 
towns where the road was building. 
The commission was taking all precau- 
tion to avoid this but as the appropria- 
tion for state road was one of the last 
that 
was 
made 
by 
the 
state 


there was nothing to do but to wait. 
This delay is vexatious because the sur- 
veys and the engineers work is delayed 
and the matter of securing the release 
for land damages is often long delayed. 


To avoid this the commission has 


asked that its appropriation be made a 
year in advance. This year the state 
was so long in considering the approp- 
riation that the commission did not 
know until the end of the session that 
it would be able to construct a mile of 
read. 


Another delay in building is the time 


which the towns tafce in deciding if 
they wiH build the rio-ad or have the 
state commission dp'it. Thirty days 
is the limit and most towng take the 
full liniit and then, often decide that 
they will not do the work. The state 
has then to advertise for contracts and 
award the bids and ail this takes much 
valuable time. 
The commission will 


recommend this year that the limit be 
changed to 10 days. This will be a gain 
of two-thirds of a m'onth in every case. 
The delay in makin^'the appropriation, 
the delay in securing the release of 
damages, the delay'in the towns decid- 
ing to construct or not, comprises some 
of the worse difficulties the commission 
has in beginning the work. 


This year the commission has fixed 


a penalty clause to every contract let 
compelling the contractor to forfeit a 
sum of money a day if the contract is 
not completed within the specified time 
and this has hastened the construction 
of many sections and has worked very 
satisfactorily.
